Plaid patterns have been popular i 

for centuries. Though they are found I 

in many cultures, we tend to asso¬ 
ciate them with Scotland most often. 

Traditional plaid patterns are 
woven right into the cloth. If you 
have ever done any weaving on a 
loom, you know that there are 
vertical, or warp threads, and 
horizontal, or weft threads. ! 

It is the number of threads of each j 
color and the way colors are i 
arranged that determine the design of | 
a finished pattern or plaid. 

The fascinating thing about plaid 
patterns is that you can duplicate any 
plaid by simply determining the 
repeat or number and color of the ^ 

threads used. 

What’s even more fun is creating 
your own plaid by using your 
favorite combination of colors. 

Plaids can contain as few as two 
colors or many more for a more 
complex pattern. Design a plaid to 
complement your living room color 
scheme or a favorite outfit. 

You can use the colors you select 
in equal amounts or select one to be 
predominant by increasing the 
number of rows of that color. The 
possibilities are endless. And, best of 
all, you have created something very 
personal and extremely attractive. 

Plaid stitching for needlepoint has 
been around for quite some time, but 
many stitchers have not yet dis- j 
covered how easy it is to do and how j 
intriguing the patterns are to work. ' 
To stitch plaids in needlepoint you 
will use the Plaid Stitch. Continental 
Stitch is too bulky for plaid patterns. 

To work a plaid design you will 
stitch all the vertical rows first. 

When this is completed the piece 
will simply look like a striped 
design. As soon as you switch to 
stitching the horizontal rows, the 
plaid will begin to appear. 

When setting up your own plaid, I 
recommend drawing a little of the 
pattern with colored pencils or pens 
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7 Stitching, 


on graph paper first. In this way you 
can see if the color arrangement 
looks pleasing. Sometimes the 
colors complement each other but 
would look better arranged in a 
different order for the best contrast. 
Anything that contains large square 
or rectangular pieces will result in a 
pleasing plaid design. 

Begin stitching the vertical rows 
by stitching in the first stitch and 
every other stitch down the row. 
Turn the canvas, and work back in 
the other direction, starting with the 
second stitch and working in every 
other stitch. See Step 1 on page 22. 

After all vertical rows are worked, 
switch to the horizontal rows stitch¬

ing in the same fashion. See Step 2 
on page 22. The piece will look the 
same on the back as on the front. 

To explain further, one repeat 
design might be four rows of white, 
two rows of yellow, two rows of 
black and two rows of green. After 
stitching these 10 rows you would 
start over again with the four rows 
of white and so forth. When 
working the other direction, the 
same repeat pattern is followed. 

Too many rows in one repeat will 
mean that less of the entire pattern 
will show. Projects will also look 
better if the plaid starts and stops at 
the end of a repeat. This will take 
some extra planning when figuring 
the sizes of the pieces. 
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A plaid project is included on page 
22 of this issue. It is a simple repeat 
consisting of two rows each of four 
colors. Use the colors suggested or 
select your own four shades. 

You will probably find yourself 
thinking of countless color combina¬ 
tions and ways to incorporate plaids 
into your plastic canvas work. 
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NEEDLE POINTS 


Tissue Cover Fit 

What brand of tissues are your 
tissue covers designed to fit?

Answer: Some of our tissue box 
covers are larger than others to 
accommodate the designer’s motif 
pattern. 

Though the larger covers do not 
hug the tissue boxes snugly, they 
“cover” the box decoratively. 

If you like a tighter fit, you can cut 
the canvas smaller and leave out a 
row or two of the background 
stitches, but doing so may change the 
“look” of the design. 

Or, you may want to make a 
bottom on the larger covers, like this 
reader: 

Before Overcasting the unfinished 
bottom edge of your boutique tissue 
cover, cut a bottom piece the same 
size as the top and a flap the same 
width and about 14 holes wide. 
Whipstitch flap to one side of bottom 


(see Bottom & Flap Assembly 
Diagram on page 27). Whipstitch 
opposite edge of bottom to one side 
of tissue cover. Overcast all 
unfinished edges. Insert tissue box in 
cover. Close bottom by tucking flap 
between tissue box and tissue cover 
side.

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GENERAL 

INSTRUCTIONS 


Selecting the proper weight 
yam and needle size will help your 
needlepointing time to be more 
rewarding. If a needle is too large, 
you’ll have a difficult time pulling 
the eye through your canvas. And 
if the weight of yam is incorrect, 
the finished result will be less than 
satisfactory. 

Most projects can be stitched 
with your yam scraps or you may 
want to try yarn especially 
designed for plastic canvas. Either 
way, use the type yam called for in 
the materials section or test stitch 
an area to see if you are happy 
with the coverage of the yam you 
want to use. If you are using the 
proper Weight yam, the canvas will 
be well covered. 

Plastic canvas is inexpensive 
and readily available. But the more 
you stitch the more you’ll notice 
that not all plastic canvas is alike. 
Some is soft and supple, other is 


stiffer and more rigid. The stiffer 
material is good for making boxes 
that stand alone while the softer 
plastic canvas works well for toys, 
pictures and things that have other 
means of support. If you have 
difficulty finding the stiffer plastic 
canvas, you can achieve a sturdier 
project by holding two pieces of 
canvas together and stitching your 
design through both thicknesses. 

Cutting plastic canvas requires 
a few good tools. Some stitchers 
prefer to hold the canvas up with 
one hand and with a pair of 
scissors and small snips, cut each 
bar. Others like to anchor their 
canvas with push pins to a wooden 
cutting board and use a sharp- 
blade craft knife. After cutting 
your piece, make sure all nubs are 
trimmed smooth and close to the 
bar. 

Begin your stitching with about 
18" of yam in your needle. Leave 
a 2-inch piece of yam on the back 
side of the canvas. As you make 
your first few stitches, work over 
this piece of yarn “hiding” it 


between the canvas and the 
stitches. When you end your 
stitching, weave the yam through 
the back side of your last few 
stitches, then cut it off. Do not 
knot your work. 

Keep two or three needles on 
hand for working multicolor 
projects. Thread each needle with 
a different color. Then, rather than 
threading and unthreading one 
needle, just pick up the color you 
need and lay the unused color to 
one side. 

Do not carry colors from one 
section to the next. Carrying yam 
across the back of your work can 
cause the piece to bow or the 
colors to show through the front. 

Tension is also important in 
working your canvas. Don’t pull 
too tightly or leave stitches too 
loose. Strive to make even, 
uniform stitches. You may want to 
drop your needle and yarn 
occasionally and allow the yam to 
“spin.” This will keep the yam 
fluffy and the stitches from 
looking pinched.

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2: Using colors and stitches 
indicated, (see Condensed Mosaic 
Stitch Illustration on page 13) 
work A piece according to graph 
on page 13. Using orange and 
Condensed Mosaic Stitch, work B 
and C pieces. Whipstitch B and C 
pieces to A, forming lid. Overcast 
unfinished edge. 

3: Using orange and Condensed 
Mosaic Stitch, work E and F 
pieces. Whipstitch E and F to G at 
corners and bottom, forming 
box. 

4: For one compartment. 
Whipstitch one G piece to two 
of each H and I pieces at 
comers and bottom, forming 
compartment. Repeat with 
remaining pieces until 12 
compartments are com¬ 
pleted. 

5: Arrange compart¬ 
ments in four rows of 
three. Whipstitch 
adjoining top edges, 
connecting com¬ 
partments. Set com¬ 
partments inside 
box. Whipstitch 
unfinished top 
edges,

STITCHING INSTRUCTIONS 

(see Stitch Guide on page 5): 

NOTE: Working Continental 
Stitches on all pieces, work in 
following colors and order: 

1: For bride head and arms and 
groom head and hands, using #08 
Baby Pink, work A, B and C 
pieces. 

2: For bride skirt, bodice and 
groom shirt, using #41 White, 
work D, E, and F pieces, 
overlapping 7 holes on D piece 
and working through both 
thicknesses, forming skirt. 

3: For groom jacket and pants. 


using #(X) Black, work G, H, I, J 
and K pieces, stitching one G and 
H piece on opposite side of 
canvas. Overlap one hole on 
center back of H pieces as 
indicated in Jacket Back 
Assembly Diagram, and stitch 
through both thicknesses. 

ASSEMBLY: 

Bride 

1: Overlapping two unworked 
holes on each back edge of one A 
piece, and holding wrong sides 
together, with Baby Pink, 
Whipstitch crown and chin edges. 
Fill with fiberfill through back 
opening. Tack A to E where 
indicated for head placement. 

2: With wrong sides together, 
with White, Whipstitch shoulder 
seams by holding each marked 
edge on E graph together. Starting 
at waist. Whipstitch side seams to 
X. Leave waist open. Overcast 
waist and armhole edge of E, and 
waist and bottom of D. Fill E with 
fiberfill through waist opening. 

3: Glue E to inside of D at 
waist. Glue B to armhole edges 
ofE. 

NOTES: For veil, cut 8" circle 
from tulle. Cut stems off two 
small roses. For bouquet, trim 9 
small rose stems to 4" each. 

4: Glue chenille for hair as 
indicated on Bride Hair 
Assembly Diagram. Gather veil 
at one point 1" from edge and 
glue to bangs as shown in photo. 
Glue two roses to veil as shown. 
Glue lace to E as indicated on 
graph. 

5: Wrap floratape around stems 
to form bouquet. Tie ribbon 
centers around stems and twist 
stems around bride’s hands. Tie 
free ends of ribbons together in 
knot about 6" from ends. Leave 
ribbon hanging for later use. 

Groom 

1: Work A piece same as Step 
1 for bride, tacking A to F. 


2: Work F piece same as Step 
2 for bride, following F graph. 

3: Holding one K piece wrong 
sides together, with Black, 
Whipstitch inside leg seams 
from a to b as indicated in Pants 
Assembly Diagram. Repeat for 
remaining K piece. To form 
pants. Whipstitch front and back 
seams from c to d and from e to 
f as indicated. (It is not 
necessary to Whipstitch from d 
to f, as it will not show). 
Overcast waist and bottom edges 
of K pieces. Glue F to inside of 
K at waist. 

4: Holding wrong sides 
together and matching side 
seams of G and H pieces, with 
Black, Whipstitch. 

5: With Black and easing to fit. 
Whipstitch G and H to I and J 
pieces at armhole edges, (be 
careful to have right and left 
sleeves on correct sides). 
Holding wrong sides together. 
Whipstitch X’s together forming 
dart on I piece as indicated on 
graph. Holding wrong sides 
together. Whipstitch underarm 
seams on J and I pieces. 
Overcast unfinished edges of 
jacket and L piece. 

6: Fold lapels along line 
indicated. Whipstitch lapels to 
jacket at several points to hold 
down. Glue C pieces to inside of 
cuffs. 

7: Glue chenille for groom’s 
hair as indicated in Groom Hair 
Assembly Diagram. Glue 
gathered lace to shirt as shown in 
photo. Glue L to lace under chin. 

Wedding Party 

1: Glue groom’s right leg to 
bride’s skirt matching hems 
(excluding lace). Glue groom’s 
right arm behind bride with his 
hand slightly below her waist on 
right side. Glue knot at ribbon 
ends behind groom’s left hand, 
leaving streamer ends free.

1: For dog bookmark, using 
brown and Continental Stitch, 
work front and back according to 
graphs. Overcast unfinished 
edges. Using black and 
Backstitch, embroider nose as 
indicated on graph. With 
transparent thread, tack folded 
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ends of 8 1 / 2 " ribbon to wrong 
sides of work. Glue 7-mm. 
wiggle eye as shown in photo. 

NOTE: Separate 9" black yam 
into 2-ply. Use for embroidery 
stitches only on tmck. 

2: For truck bookmark, using 
colors indicated and Continental 
Stitch, work according to graph. 
With black for tires, gray for 
head and tail lights and blue. 
Overcast unfinished edge. Using 
white and Backstitch, embroider 
tires as indicated. Using 2-ply 
black. Backstitch and French 
Knot, embroider door outline and 
door handle as indicated. Tack 
folded end of 13" ribbon to 
wrong side of work, trim 
opposite end of ribbon as desired. 

3: For bus bookmark, using 
colors indicated and Continental 
Stitch, work front and back 
according to graphs. With black 
for tires and yellow for 
remainder. Overcast unfinished 
edges. Using white and 
Backstitch, embroider tires as 
indicated. Tack folded ends of 
11 " ribbon to wrong sides of 
work. 

4: For turtle bookmark, using 
It. green and Continental Stitch, 
work according to graph. With 
dk. green. Overcast head, feet 
and tail as indicated. With yellow. 
Overcast shell as indicated. With 
black. Overcast mouth as 
indicated. Tack folded end of 12" 
ribbon to wrong side of work, 
trim opposite end of ribbon as 
desired. Glue 4-mm. wiggle eye 
as shown. 

5: For car bookmark, using 
colors indicated and Continental 
Stitch, work front and back 
according to graphs. With black 
for tires, gray for head and tail 
lights and red. Overcast 
unfinished edges. Using white 
and Backstitch, embroider tires as 


indicated. Tack folded ends of 8" 
ribbon to wrong sides of work. 

6 : For owl bookmark, using 
colors indicated and Continental 
Stitch, work according to graph. 
With dk. brown. Overcast 
unfinished edge. With orange 
and Backstitch, embroider nose 
and feet as shown. Glue 7-mm. 
wiggle eyes as shown. Tack 
folded end of 9" ribbon to wrong 
side of work, trim opposite end 
as desired. B

I: With 2 strands solid color.
